To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Strood  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  1954  upon  the  public  health  circumstances 
of  the  Rural  District  of  Strood . 

POPULATION .  There  was  a  decrease  of  190  in  the  Registrar 
General’s  estimate  from  21,6S0  in  1953  to  21,430  for  the 
present  year. 

BIRTH  RATE.  The  Birth  rate  per  thousand  of  the  population 
shows  a  decrease  -  16.4  for  the  present  year  compared  with 
17.4  for  the  previous  j^’ear. 


The  still -birth  rate  for  1954  was  28.4. 

general  death  rate.  The  death  rate  for  1954  was  8*2  per 
thousand  of  the  population.  The  1953  rate  was  11.6. 
Total  deaths  in  the  district  during  1954  was  177,  as 
compared  with  252  in  1953. 

NATURAL  INCREASE  OF  THE  POPULATION.  The  number  of  bipths 
in  1954  exceeded  the  deaths  by  175;  in  1953  this  figure 
was  125. 

INFANT  MORTALITY.  The  death  rate  for  infants  under  one 
year  of  age  v/as  25.5  and  the  rate  for  1953  was  31.8. 

The  nmiber  of  such  infants  dying  in  the  district  during 
1954  ?/as  9  and  in  1953,  12. 


PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IK  THE  AREA. 


THese  services 


are  adnani stereo,  by  the  Kent  County  Council,  and  following 
Eiy  usual  practice  I  have  included  a  suEniary  of  the  local 
services  available  on  pages  9  to  23. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASE.  A  tabulated  statement  showing  the 
incidence  of  notifiable  diseases  is  included  in  the  report. 
In  practically  all  Instances  the  cases  were  lower  in  1954 
than  1953  and  for  the  eighth  successive  year  no  diphtheria 
occurred  in  the  district. 


Extracts  from  the  Council's  tuberculosis  records  are 
also  included.  Strood's  death  rate  for  this  disease  during 
the  year  v/as  0.14  per  thousand  of  the  population.  The 
number  of  deaths  occurring  during  the  year  was  3.  These 
figures  are  most  impressive;  Strood’s  rate  is  well  below 
the  national  level. 

HOME  SAFETI.  In  recent  months ,  the  gravity  of  the  position 
in  regard  to  accidents  in  the  home  has  received  considerable 
attention. 

Many  eminent  people  have  underlined  the  seriousness  of 
the  position  in  regard  to  the  taking  up  of  bed-space  in 
hospitals  and  the  immense  financial  loss  to  the  country  caused 
by  these  accidents.  This  is  no  small  problem  when  it  is 
remembered  that  since  1949  some  31,674  fatal  accidents  have 
occurred . 

It  is  generally  agreed  that  while  suitable  legislation 
can  do  something  to  prevent  home  accidents,  in  the  last  resort 
it  rests  with  the  public  to  take  the  necessary  precautions, 
and,  therefore,  education  is  of  primary  importance. 

I  have  once  again  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the 
help  and  encouragement  afforded  me  by  the  Council  during 
the  year,  and  to  extend  to  my  fellow  officers  and  staff  my 
appreciation  of  their  co-operation  and  loyalty.

service  throughout  the  County. 


Other  than  in  cases  of  acoideiit  and  emergency,  no 
ambulance  will  be  provided,  ezoept  upon  the  recommendation 
of  a  doctor,  hospital  o??  midwife,  and  for  the  provision  of 
a  sitting-case  car  a  certificate  from  a  doctor  is  necessary. 


To  facilitate  the  call-out  of  ambulances  in  cases  of 
accident  or  emergenc'y ,  arrangements  have  been  made  with 
the  Post  Office  authorities  for  such  calls  to  be  passed 
automatically  to  the  nearest  manned  fire  station,  the 
staff  of  which  mil  assimie  the  responsibility  of  passing 
the  call  to  the  nearest  manned  axiibulance  station.  In 
three  cases,  however,  one  of  which  is  the  Medway  Towns, 
emergency  calls  are  sent  by  the  Post  Office  direct  to  the 
atrxbulaiice  station  serving  the  area.

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PUBLIC  CLEAl'ISING 


Collection  and  Disposal  of  Domestic  Refuse 

Domestic  refuse  is  collected  weekly  throu^out 
the  district  and  disposed  of  by  means  of  controlled 
tipping  in  a  disused  chalk  pit  in  the  Parish  of  C-uxton. 
The  refuse  tip  is  treated  regularly  to  prevent  rat 
infestation  and  during  the  summer  period  insecticides  are 
applied  to  prevent  the  breeding  of  flies  and  crickets. 


Cesspool  and  Pail  Closet  Sfautvina 

Cesspools  are  emptied  upon  request  free  of  charge 
up  to  a  maximum  of  four  times  per  year  except  in  those 
areas  where  the  public  sewer  is  provided. 

Pail  closets  are  emptied  weekly  in  the  Parishes 
of  Hoo,  Isle  of  Crain  and  Allhallows  and  twice  per 
week  in  the  Parish  of  Stoke . 


SMACS  DISPOSAL 


Sewers  are  provided  for  the  drainage  of 
premises  in  the  parishes  of  Allhallows ,■  Prindsbury  Extra, 
Emailing,  IIoo  and  Isle  of  Grain.  The'  sewer'- at  Prindsbury 
Extra  has  now  been  extended  to  the  Parishes  of  Higham  and 
Shorne . 


The  effluent  of  the  Allhallows  and  the  Isle  of 
Grain  sewers  empties  into  the  River  Thames  and  the  others 
into  the  River  Medway,  after  treatment.

Housing  Acts 

Fewer  applications  than  expected  were  received  for 
Certificates  of  Disrepair,  four  certificates  being  issued 
by  the  end  of  the  year. 

A  survey  of  unfit  houses  on  the  district  was  commenced 
but  not  completed  by  the  end  of  the  year.  The  number  of 
unfit  houses  is  required  for  submission  to  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  by  August,  1955  together  with 
the  Council’s  proposals  for  dealing  with  these  houses. 
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Four  Demolition  Orders  and  eleven  Closing  Orders 
were  made  by  the  District  Council  during  1954 » 

Seventeen  unfit  houses  were  demolished  by  owners  during 
the  year.

Factories  Act ,  1937 

Forty-three  factories  and  61  other  premises  v/ithin 
the  provisions  of  the  Act  were  inspected  during  the  year^ 
a  total  of  204  visits  being  madOo  Informal  action  was 
taken  to  remedy  defects  and  improve  conditions  in  12  cases. 

Inspections  were  made  to  the  premises  of  seven  out” 
workers  during  the  year.  These  outworkers  are  engaged 
in  the  making  of  wearing  apparel.

There  are  217  shops  in  the  area  and  during  the  year 
356  inspections  v/ere  made  in  connection  with  arrangements 
for  the  health  and  comfort  of  shop  v/orkers .

543  visits  v/ere  made  to  premises  where  food  is  sold 
or  prepared  for  sale  including  visits  to  slaughterhouses. 

80  visits  were  made  to  the  two  licensed  slaughterhouses 
for  the  purpose  of  meat  inspection.  The  table  overleaf 
gives  the  number  of  animals  slaughtered  and  the  percentage 
of  diseased  conditions.
